M. S. T. A. ROUND TRIP TICKETS FOR THE KANSAS CITY MEETING 
How to Use the Identification Certificate 


The railroads have granted a round trip rate of one and one-third fare for the an- 
nual meeting of Missouri State Teachers’ Association, which meets in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, November 11, 12 and 13. 

The regulations are as follows: 


1. The round trip ticket must be purchased outright from the local agent. It will 
be good only over the same route’ in both directions. 


2. The purchaser must present to the local ticket agent an official identification 


certificate signed by the Secretary of the Missouri State Teachers’ Association. This Cer- 
tificate may be obtained from your county or city Superintendent or from the Chairman of 
your Community Teachers Association. 

3. One certificate is sufficient to include the dependent members of the family. 

4. Tickets will be sold from November 8-13 (inclusive) and will be good until 
November 17th. 

5. Tickets (return tickets) must be validated at the Kansas City Railroad office on 
the day of departure and destination must be reached by midnight of November 17. (You 
should present your ticket to Kansas City Agent at least 30 minutes before departure of 
train.) a i | 

6. Members must have their identification certificates properly signed and, filled in 
when the ticket is purchased. The certificate should be surrendered to the local agent on 
receipt of ticket. 

7. See before hand that your ticket agent understands the plan and that he is pro- 
vided with the roundtrip tickets for this meeting. In case he has not received the tar- 
riffs or the blank tickets he should wire for them immediately. 


Members should report to the railroad authorities any agent who fails to provide 
them with roundtrip tickets at one and a third fare when the certificate of membership 
has been presented with the request for the rate. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO TICKET AGENTS 


1. This certificate is not valid unless presented on one of the authorized selling dates 
as specified im the tariffs. 

2. This certificate is not valid unless signed in ink in the presence of the ticket agent 
in the space provided below by the purchaser whose name appears on the face hereof. 

2. Ticket agent must satisfy himself that the person who presents this certificate is 
entitled to the reduced fare under the conditions specified in the tariffs and herein. 

4. Ticket agents will be governed by instructions shown in the tariffs. 

5. Ticket agents will endorse hereon description of the ticket or tickets and attach 
this certificate to the report to the ticket auditor as authorty.

The County Unit 


At the request of the Legislative Com- 
mittee the revised County Unit Bill is 
printed in full in this issue of ScHooL AND 
Community. The present bill, while re- 
taining all the valuable features of the 
one submitted two years ago, contains 
some new features and is free from all 
the valid objections made to the old bill. 


Among the more important changes and 
additions, particular attention is called to 
the following: 

First. The County district is made to in- 
clude all common school districts or con- 


solidated districts and all town districts. Sec. 
1. Districts containing a city of the third 
class may be included in the county district. 
Sec. 44. 
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Second. The County district is for pur- 
poses of local administration, divided into 
subdistricts. These are formed on the sole 
basis of the needs and convenience of the 
children. Each sub-district will have one 
high school and as many one room schools 
as needed, placed where they are needed. Sec- 
tions 15 and 25. 

Third. The powers and duties of the sub- 
district board of trustees, as defined in Sec- 
tion 38 are a material change from the old 
law. Teachers can be employed only on the 
recommendation of the sub-district board and 
county superintendent. This gives the proper 
kind and amount of local control and relieves 
the county board of the drudgery of selecting 
teachers. The fifth division of Section 38 is 
new. On the basis of the annual budgets as 
prepared by the subdistrict board and filed 
in February, the county board will make its 
budget and submit its recommendations to 
the voters at the April election. 

Fourth. Section 42 is new and under its 
provisions any county that really 
do so can have good schools. The extra state 
aid will go to the county, not to the local dis- 
trict as at present. By the most careful study 
and investigation, it has been found that 
should every county elegible for state aid un- 
der this section should qualify, it would re- 
quire $900,000 to carry out the provisions of 
this Act. This year the total amount of state 
aid, exclusive of teachers training and voca- 
tional education, is $470,892. This amount 
would, of course, be saved so that the maxi- 
mum state aid in 1922 could not exceed more 


wants to 
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than $430,000 more than this year. 


This bill 
will repeal all existing aid laws except for 
teachers training and vocational education. 

The present state aid laws are cumber- 
some, and faulty in many respects. They 
do not and cannot be made to equalize 


educational opportunities. In many cages 
they are very unfair, as the following tab- 
ulation will show:

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Text of Proposed County Unit Bill 


AN ACT 


An Act creating a county school district in each county of the State, providing for 
sub-districts, establishing a county board of education, prescribing the manner of election 
and term of office of its members, defining the powers and duties of said county board; 
creating a Board of Trustees for each sub-district, prescribing the manner of election 
and term of office of its members, defining the powers and duties of said Board of Trus- 
tees, prescribing penalties for the violation of certain provisions of this Act, and re- 
peal.ng all acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions hereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri, as follows: 

SEC. 1. For the purpose of general admin- 
istration and for all school pur- 
poses, all common school districts, all con- 
solidated school districts and all town school 
distiicts in each county shall be combined 
into one school district, to be known and 
designated as the County School District of 
County, State of Missouri. 

SEC. 2. For the purpose of local school 
administration the County School District 
shall be divided into sub-districts as herein- 
alter provided. 

SEC. 3. There is hereby created in each 
and every county in the State a County 
Board of Education, to be composed of five 
(5) members. 

SEC. 4. The preson elected or appointed 
to membership on the County Board of Edu- 
cation, shall be a citizen of the United States, 
resident tax payer of the County School Dis- 
trict, and shall have paid a State and County 
tax within one year next preceding his or 
her election or appointment, and shall have 
resided in this State for one year next pre- 
ceding his or her election or appointment, 
and shall be at least twenty-five (25) years 
of age. 

SEC. 5. The members of the County Board 
of Education shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of the county voting at the an- 
nual school district meetings held on the 
First Tuesday in April of each year, at a 
sub-district school house, commencing at two 
o'clock p. m. Said members so elected shall 
hold their office for the term of five years 
and until their successors are elected or ap- 
pointed and qualified, except those elected at 
the annual common school district meetings 
in April, 1921, and those elected to fill un- 
expired terms; provided that in the first 
election, in April, 1921, consolidated districts 


taxation 








and town school districts shall hold elections 
in accordance with section 10879 of article 
IV, chapter 106 of the Revised Statutes of 
1909, and the voters of such districts shall be 
entitled to vote for members of the County 
Board of Education, using the same form of 
ballot as provided for other school districts. 

SEC. 6. Nominations of candidates for 
membership on the County Board of Educa- 
tion, shall be made by petition filed with 
the County Clerk. When a petition signed 
by fifteen (15) qualified voters of any muni- 
cipal township, to which is annexed an affi- 
davit of two resident qualified voters and 
resident taxpayers certifying that all of the 
persons whose names are affixed to said pe- 
tition are qualified voters of said township, 
is presented to the County Clerk not less 
than thirty (30) days before the First Tues- 
day in April of each year, proposing the 
name of a person as a candidate for member- 
ship on said County Board, the County Clerk 
shall examine said petition and if the affi- 
davits are in due form, the petition shall be 
filed in his office; provided that it shall be 
unlawful for a qualified voter to sign more 
than one petition proposing the name of a 
candidate for membership on said Board at 
any election, except in classes of vacancies, 
and in the case of the first election under 
this Act. 

SEC. 7. The County Clerk shall publish 
in alphabetical order the names and addresses 
of all persons, giving the name of the town- 
ship, who have been nominated in the man- 
ner set out in section 6 of this Act in not 
fewer than two newspapers of general circu- 
lation at not to exceed the legal rates in 
such ‘county for two consecutive weeks next 
prior to the day for holding said annual com- 
man school district meeting. 

SEC. 8. -On the tenth day before such an- 
nual meetings; the county clerk shall arrange 
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in alphabetical order the names and addresses 
of all candidates so nominated, and cause the 
same to be printed on the official ballot and 
sent by registered mail to the clerk of each 


sub-school district, a number of official bal- 
lots equal to three times the number of pu- 
pils of school age in said district, as shown 
by the school enumeration for the year pre- 
ceeding the holding of such election. 

SEC. 9. The expense of publication of 
the names and addresses of the persons nom- 
inated as candidates for menrbership of the 
County Board of Education and the cost cf 
printing and distributing the official ballots 
hereinbefore provided, shall be paid out of 
the incidental funds of the county school dis- 
trict. 

SEC. 10. The voting for membership on 
the County Board of Education, shall be by 
ballot, and no ballots shall be used except 
the official ballots furnished by the County 
Clerk in the manner hereinbefore provided. 
Each qualified voter of the school districts, 
comprising the county district, shall, at the 
first election under this act, be entitled to 
vote for five members of the County Board 
of Education, and in order to have his bal- 
lot counted, the voter shall draw a line 
through the name or names of candidates 
appearing on said ballot, except the names of 
the five candidates for whom he desires to 
cast his vote. It shall be the duty of the 
Chairman and Secretary of the annual com- 
mon school meetings immediately to cast 
the result of the said election, announce 
the number of votes received by each of 
said candidates, and cause the same to be 
entered upon the records of the proceedings 
of said annual meetings. The Chairman of 
the annual school meeting and in consolidated 
town and school districts the Secretary of 
the Board of Education shal! make out upon 
a blank certificate to be furnished by the 
county clerk, at the time the official ballots 
are distributed, the number of votes cast for 
each candidate and within five days after the 
holding of such election transmit in person 
or by registered letter to the Clerk of the 
County Court said certificate, together with 
all ballots voted at said meeting; such blank 
certificates of votes cast shall be signed by 
the chairman and secretary of said meeting.

ful but uncertain Ozark stream, twelve 
miles below Eminence, was caught in a 
whirlpool and overturned. Mrs. Roberts 
was able to seize the boat as it swept past 
her and, clinging to it, reached shallow 
water some two hundred yards below. But 
he was held in the pool until he slept at 


the Teachers College. 


The shock that the news of Mr. Rob- 
erts’ death brought to his many friends 
cannot be explained by the unusual char- 
acter of the accident or measured alto- 
gether by the extraordinary love and re- 
spect that he had commanded. Although 
his life had spanned sixty crowded and 
efficient ycars, it is hard yet to think of 
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his work as finished or of his intrepid 
eagerness as ended. He did not belong to 
the past but to the living present and the 
future. He was always forward-looking. 
Again and again has it been said of him 
that he had the enthusiasm and the confi- 
dence of youth. Certainly no student in 
his classes was more ready for new ad- 
venture in science or literature or friend- 
ship. But his spirit transcended that of 
mere youth; it was more constant, more 
purposeful—the spirit of a constructive 
teacher. ‘“‘Just a school teacher,” he was 
accustomed to call himself. Not just a 
teacher, indeed, but above all else a teach- 
er and always progressive. He grew up 
as a boy in the heart of Fulton County, 
Illinois, the eldest child in a large family 
that made its way and kept its influence 
in Lewistown through character and wit 
and industry. It was, and still is, a re- 
markable family of distinct personalities, 
marked initiative, and high ambitions. Un- 
der such influences it is not surprising 
that Homer, while still only a boy, began 
teaching. He liked the school room from 
the start and he was successful. For over 
twenty years he continued teaching in that 
county of Illinois, being absent only when 
he was himself a student at the Illinois 
Normal School and at Indiana University 
and finally at Knox College. During most 
of these years he was Superintendent of 
Fulton county schools, first at Ipava and 
afterwards at Farmington and Canton. As 
a Superintendent he was known over the 
entire state for his high standards and his 
intelligent innovations. 

His widest reputation deservedly came 
from his work as a teacher of the natura! 
sciences, especially of Biology. During his 
memorable year at the University of 
Indiana the young man had come under 
the teaching of David Starr Jordan and 
from him had gained an understanding of 
the principles of modern science that gave 
direction to the rest of his life. He was 


a moving spirit in the organization of the 
Fulton County Scientific Club which 
brought together a remarkable group of 
men and contributed largely to the knowl 
edge of fauna and flora in the Spoon 
River valley. He himself assisted in mak- 
ing many valuable collections and reports, 
But the best of his effort was given to 
He was a scientist second; a 
science teacher first. This emphasis is re- 
vealed in a statement recently published 
by Dr. W. S. Sttode, the dean of the 
Fulton Country Club and the first au 
thority in America on fresh water mus- 
sels. Of Mr. Roberts he writes:.“As a 
teacher, demonstrator, and scientist he had 
few equals and no superiors. . . . He 
had all knowledge in his chosen profession 
and a happy and convincing manner of 
presenting it to others and yet without 


his classes. 


ostentation.”’ 

In 1907 he came to the Third Missouri 
Normal School at Cape Girardeau. Here 
at once he won a secure place in the con- 
fidence and the affection of colleagues 
and students. 

The students found him always an ex- 
acting teacher and a very frank one, es- 
pecially to slipshod indolence, but always 
sympathetic with real effort and inspiring 
with his amazing fund of knowledge and 
his enthusiasm for the subject he taught. 
And very many of them came to know 
him as a friend, wise in counsel and un- 
selfish in service. They caught from him 
the meaning of the true teacher’s vicarious 
life and went out by hundreds into the 
schools of Southeast Missouri to carry that 
message concretely to thousands of boys 
and girls. The students learned, too, that 


he was not narrowed to his own depart- 
ment but was generously interested in all 
Was help needed on the col- 
lege annual or the debating squad or in carv: 
ing grotesque pumpkins for a Hallowe'en 
frolic, he.could always be pressed into 
hearty service.

When the college annual 
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was dedicated to him some years ago, the 
dedication page was notable in its sim- 
plicity. The students who conceived it 
had understood the spirit of the man they 
sought to honor when they wrote, under 
the same portrait that is reproduced in 
this magazine, simply, “Homer Lawson 
Roberts: Teacher, Friend.” 

To the citizens of the college commu- 
nity he was soon known as the friendliest 
member of the Faculty? He took an active 
part in public movements and even went 
frankly and fearlessly into local political 
campaigns. Whatever cause he championed 
he defended valiantly but he held no 
malice and expected none, and in conse- 
quence he had no enemies. The children 
knew him and eagerly brought him their 
treasures of insects and turtles, which he 
always appreciated even though the speci- 
mens were of no value. Old age watched 
eagerly for him because he always had 
time to linger for a kindly bit of talk. If 
ever a college teacher did, he fulfilled the 
spirit of Foss’s “House by the Side of 
the’ Road,” which he often quoted as he 
did many others of Foss’s poems. 

3ut to his colleagues it was given to 
know him _ best. We knew him as a 
scholar who was likely to be better in- 
formed in our own departments than were 
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we but who spoke with modest courtesy. 
We knew him as a man who had met the 
stern imperative of life and come off vic- 
tor; who could accept injustice without 
becoming bitter; who carried burdens for 
others but asked none to carry his. And 
above all we knew him as one who was 
loyal. He lived by principle. Having ac- 
cepted a fact or truth he never willingly 
for a moment or any expediency would 
pretend denial of it. It was necessary 
often for him to be master of silence but 
he remained loyal to what he believed. He 
was loyal also to institutions. Always 
ready with independent judgments, he saw 
many defects in all of the institutions of 
society, but having enlisted in the cause of 
one, he knew no cowardice or treachery. 
His was the confident loyalty of the 
pioneer who sees in large terms because he 
measures by the future. No man believed 
more sanely in- the State Teachers Asso- 
ciation and by that token no man was 
more worthy to serve as a member of the 
executive committee during the recent 
period of advance. And above all he was 
loyal, as only big men can be, to his 
friends. 

The teachers of Missouri have lost a 
leader “whose loss can yet bequeath to

Beginning with October 15, 1920, the 
Missouri Tuberculosis Association, with 
the co-operation of the teachers of the 
schools of Missouri, is making possible a 
concerted state-wide movement for better 
health for Missouri school children through 
a Health Poster Contest. This contest, 
which is to end March 15, 1921, is an in- 
tegral part of the health work of the State 
which will be conducted in connection with 
School Health Crusade al- 
ready recognized as a distinct state move- 
ment, heretofore known as the Missour1 
Legion of the Modern Health Crusade. 

This Health Poster Contest will offer to 
every pupil of the public and parochial 
schools of Missouri an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the movement and to secure a 
prize by preparing a poster, the object of 
which will be to show one way to keep one

well. 

One hundred fifty Teachers’ College 
District. Prizes, ten State Prizes and three 
Grand Prizes will be awarded. 

The posters, which will be made by the 
children, will be of two classes: Freehand 
ppsters and cut-out posters. The freehand 
posters (Class 1) will include drawings, 
painting, and blank paper cuttings. The 
cut-out posters (Class 2) will include cut- 
out magazine advertising or other pictures, 
suitably niounted and labeled, on card- 
board. , 

The freehand posters will be judged ‘on 
(1) originality of design and motto, (2) 
coloring, (3) artistic arrangement and 
mounting, (4) effectiveness in putting over 
the idea. The cut-out posters will be judg- 





ed on (1) originality of selection of pict- 
ures and choice of mottoes, (2) artistic 
mounting, (3) effectiveness in putting over 
the idea. 

The pupil contestants will be classified 
into five school grade divisions: (1) High 
School, (2) seventh and eighth grades, 
(3) fifth and sixth grades, (4) third and 
fourth grades, (5) first and second grades. 

These District Prizes will be awarded to 
each of the five Teachers’ College Dis- 
tricts of the State: (1) Northcast Mis- 
souri, (2) Central Missouri, (3) South- 
east Missouri, (4) Southwest Missouri, 
(5) Northeast Missouri. 

The District Prizes to be awarded are: 
For each division of each district, a first 
prize of $5, a second prize of $3, a third 
prize of $2, for freehand posters; and a 
first prize of $3, a second prize of $2 and 
a third prize of $1, for cut-out posters. 

The State Prizes to be awarded are: Ten 
dollars for the best poster in each division, 
selected from all Teachers’ College Dis- 
tricts. 

In addition to these prizes, three Grand 
Prizes (first, second and third) will be 
awarded for the first, second and third 
best posters, regardless of class or division. 
The first Grand Prize to be awarded will 
be $50, the second Grand Prize $30, and the 
third Grand Prize $20.

In the year 1911, the first year in which 
publicity given officially to mortality

educational plan of the Missouri Tuberculo- 
sis Association was inaugurated, there were 
5,113 deaths from tuberculosis in the state; 
in the year 1919, only 3,616 deaths from this 
cause were registered by the State Board of 
Health—a diminution of 1,497 cases, nearly 
30%, in eight years. 

It is maintained by the Missouri Tubercu- 
losis Association that these beneficent results 
have been attained through the health educa- 
tional work done in the schools of the state, 
that any credit for effective service is due the 
teachers of the state and to their pupils, be- 
cause of their co-operation. 

Further, credit is due them almost wholly 
for raising the money whereby this program 
could be carried on. This they did through 
participation in the annual December sale of 
Tuberculosis Christmas Seals. 

The officers of the Association feel them- 
selves to be serving only in the capacity of 
trustees of the schools of Missouri, that the 
work is the work of the schools, that any 
credit for results is due to them. 

The usual campaign for the sale of Tuber- 
Christmas Seals in the schools 
be made more intensely active this year than 
heretofore. The seals and printed matter per- 
taining to the sale will be delivered in time 
for a well-thought-out selling campaign in the 
month beginning on Thanksgiving and termi- 
nating with Christmas. 

It is believed that the knowledge of the 
splendid results achieved in the reduction of 
the death-rate from tuberculosis in Missouri, 
with concurrent results achieved in the reduc- 
tion of the death-rate of other transmissible 
disease of childhood, will stimulate teachers 
and pupils to a more active campaign, and 
that the proceeds of the sale will greatly ex- 
ceed any heretofore attained.

have the power to fill all vacancies that may 
have occurred on the Board by death, resig- 
nation, removal from office, removal from 
the county, inability to serve or other causes. 
At any annual school district meeting, should 
it happen that one of the candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes in the county, 
resides in the same township as a member of 
the Board previously elected and whose term 
has not expired, then the candidate receiving 
the next highest vote in the county who re- 
sides in a township which has no member on 
sides in a township which has no member on 
said county board, shall be declared elected: 
when for the reason above set forth a second 
candidate is rendered ineligible to serve on 
said county board, then that candidate receiv- 
ing the next highest vote in the county, shal! 
be declared elected and so on until all vacan- 
cies on said board shall have been filled by 
candidates declared duly elected. If a va- 
cancy occurs after the annual school district 
meetings on the said County Board of Edu- 
cation, for any of the causes above enu- 
merated, the remaining members shall before 
transacting any official business, appoint 
some qualified person or persons to fill such 
vacancy; and the person or persons so ap- 
pointed shall take and subscribe to the oath 
of office in the manner provided hereinafter 
by section 13, and shall serve until the next 
annual school meeting, when their successors 
shall be elected to fill the unexpired term; 
provided that no person shall be eligible for 
appointment who is a resident of a township 
in which any one of the sitting members re- 
side. 

SEC. 13. The members elected shall be 
notified forthwith by the county clerk and 
the first meeting of this board shall be called 
by the county clerk on or before the last 
Saturday in April, 1921. At the first meet- 
ing of this board the five members chosen 
shall take and subscribe to the usual oath or 
affirmation faithfully and impartially to dis- 
charge the duties of their office, which oath 
shall be administered by the county clerk, 
and the board shall then organize by electing 
one of their number President. At this meet- 
ing the members of the board shall also cast 
lots to determine who of their number shall 
serve one year, two years, three years, four 
years and five years. The county board of 


education: shall reorganize each year at its 
April meeting. 


SEC. 14. The county superintendent of 
schools shall act as secretary of the board. 

SEC. 15. The county board of education 
shall hold five regular meetings each year, on 
the last Saturday in April, July, October, 
January and February at the office of the 
county superintendent of schools, and shall 
meet at other times uopn the call of the 
President of the Board. 

SEC. 16. The members of the county board 
of education shall be allowed their traveling 
and hotel expenses necessarily incurred in 
attending regular or special meetings of the 
Board. The Board is authorized to employ 
necessary clerical assistance for the official 
work of the Board. All expenditures under 
the provisions of this section shall be paid 
from the incidental fund of the county school 
district on warrant issued by the county 
board of education. 

SEC. 17. The county board of education 
shall have power and it shall be its duty: 

First. To elect a county superintendent ot 
schools for a term not to exceed three years, 
and fix his salary, provided he may be re- 
moved from office at any time by a unani- 
mous vote of the board. Said Superintend- 
ent shall be at least twenty-four (24) years 
of age, a legally qualified teacher, a citizen 
of the United States, shall have taught or 
supervised schools as his chief work during 
at least two years. The county superintend- 
ent of schools shal! be the executive officer 
of the board. 

Second. To elect on nomination by the 
county superintendent of schools such as- 
sistant superintendents, supervisors, attend- 
ance officers and other help as in_ the 
judgment of the county board may be neces- 
sary for the efficient administration of the 
school system, prescribe their duties and fix 
their compensation, provided: At least one 
sueprvisor must be provided for every forty 
(40) teachers or major fraction thereof. 

Third To employ and assign on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Trustees of the 
sub-districts and the County Superintendent 
of Schools, all teachers, provided that the 
salary schedule shall in all cases be determ- 
ined on the basis of (a) Academic scholar- 
ship, (b) professional training, (c) successful 
experience in teaching. 

Fourth. To employ on the recommenda- 
tion of the sub-school district board of trus 
tees all janitors and other employees. Such 
recommendation to be determined by a ma- 


























jority vote of the members of such sub- 
district board. 

Fifth. To approve plans for school build- 
ings and location of school sites. It shall 
be unlawful for the sub-school district to 
locate the site of any new school building o: 
move any existing school building, or erect 
any new school building without first secur- 
ing the approval of the county board. 

Sixth. To have supervisory power over 
the care and keeping of all school property 
situated within the county school district. 

Seventh. To co-operate and advise with 
the boards of trustees of the sub-school dis- 
tricts and the county officers having to do 
with the administration of the school laws. 

Eighth. To change boundary lines, divide 
or consolidated school districts, provided: 
That all sub-districts must be formed on the 
basis of the needs of children and with a 
view to providing both elementary and high 
school instruction for all children. Provided: 
That no district shall be formed in which 
there are less than one hundred and fifty 
(150) pupils of school age. Provided: That 
the County Board of Education shall have 
authority to close any school when the at- 
tendance is less than twenty (20) and trans- 
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fer the pupils to any adjacent school within 
the county, and if necessary, arrange and 
provide for the transportation of such pupils 
at the expense of the county school district. 
Provided: That whenever the average daily 
attendance in any school except the High 
Schol shall be less than fifteen (15) for 


four consecutive school months, such school 


shall be closed and the pupils transferred to 
other rooms or buildings, and any High 
School shall be closed when the average 
daily attendance for one school year shall be 
less than ten pupils. 

Ninth. To establish and maintain a High 
School for all pupils in each sub-district of 
the county. Provided: (1) That no district 
with fewer than two hundred (200) pupils of 
school age may establish a three-year High 
School, and no district with less than three 
hundred (300) pupils of school age may es- 
tablish a four-year High School. (2) That 
until such time as High Schools are estab- 
lished in all sub-school districts, the county 
board of education shall make full provision 
for the High School education of all eighth 
grade graduates in the county school district. 
This provision may be made in either of 
three ways: (a) By sending the pupils to

Sixth. To vote for one member of thx 
county board of education. 

SEC. 32. The trustees shall meet within 


four days after the annual meeting at some 
place within the district, and organize by 
electing one of their number President, and 
the board shall, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July, elect a clerk who shall enter 
upon his duties on the fifteenth day of July, 
but no compensation shall be allowed such 
clerk until all reports required by law and 
by the board have been duly made and filed. 
A majority of the board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of businéss. Pro- 
vided; each member shall have had due notice 
of the time, place and purpose of such meet- 
ing, and in case of the absence of the clerk, 
one of the trustees may act temporarily in 
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his place. The clerk shall keep a correct 
record of the proceedings of all the meet- 
ings of the board. No member of the board 
shall receive any compensation for perform- 
ing the duties of a trustee. 

SEC. 33. If a vacancy occur in the office 
of trustee by death, resignation, refusal to 
serve, repeated neglect of duty or removal 
from the district, the remaining trustees shall, 
before transacting any official business, ap- 
point some suitable person to fill such va- 
cancy; but should they be unable to agree, 
or should there be more than one vacancy at 
any one time, the county board of education 
shall, upon notice of such vacancy or vacan- 
cies being filed with them in writing, imme- 
diately fill the same by apopintment and no-

SEC. 36. It shall be his duty to deliver to 
each teacher all necessary record books as 
furnished to him by the county board of edu- 
cation or county superintendent and required 
to be delivered to such teachers. 

SEC. 37. It shall be the duty of the dis- 
trict clerk to post all notices required by law 
when duly ordered by the trustees or by the 
county board of education, for any annual or 
special school meeting; also those required 
by law to be posted by the district clerk 





without the order of such High School 
Board of trustees or county board of educa- 
tion; and also such notices shall be given as 
provided by section 10844, Revised Statutes 
of Missouri, 1909. 

SEC. 38. The trustees of the sub-districts 
shall have power and it shall be their duty: 

First; to have the care and custody of the 
building or buildings and all other school 
property in the district. 

Second; To nominate with the approval of 
the county superintendent of schools all 
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teachers to be employed in the sub-school 
district. 

Third; To nominate all janitors and other 
employees. 

Fourth; Te have immediate oversight and 
care of all school property within the sub- 
district, to see that the buildings, grounds, 
toilets and water supply are in proper sani- 
tary condition at all times. 

Fifth; To prepare and submit to the county 
board of gducation on or before February 
20th each year the annuai school budget for 
the sub-district. Said budget to contain 4 
detailed statement of the financial needs of 
the sub-district for the ensuing school year 
The budget shall always include the amount 
of money needed for: (a) teachers’ wages, 
(b) janitors’ wages, (c) clerk hire, (d) build- 
ing, (e) repairs, (f) supplies other than fuel, 
(g) fuel, (h) transportation of pupils if need- 
ed, (i) contingent. 

Sixth; To perform sue hother duties as 
may be specifically assigned by the county 
board or authorized by law. 

SEC. 39. All powers and duties granted or 
prescribed to boards of trustees of school, 
consolidated and town school districts as to 
the levying of taxes, employment of teachers,
